VISIT EXPO 


SCANDINAVIAN FEATURES SUMMER FESTIVALS 


Denmark, Finland, Norway and Sweden this summer offer visitors 
from all parts of .the world a choice of festivals more varied than 
ever before. One of the added delights is that so many of them are 


held outdoors, thus giving the audience also the exhilarating ex¬ 
perience of “white nights”, midnight sun and unpolluted air. 


Ihe world-famous Copenhagen 
Tivoli Gardens open their gates on 
May 1 for a season this year last¬ 
ing till September 17. This being 
Copenhagen’s 800th Anniversary 
year it is evident that fireworks 
and festivities in this center-of-the- 
city Paradise will be as elaborate 
and lavish as imaginable. Ad¬ 
mirers of Scandinavian design may 
see the latest creations between 
May 18—23 as the Scandinavian 
Furniture Fair opens the Danish 
section at Bella Centre, the Nor¬ 
wegian section at the Forum (May 
20—23) and the Finnish section at 
the same time, same place. For 
romanti cand rare experience a 
visitor might go to the town of 
Ribe, famous for its red-tiled old 
houses and its storks. The Tulip 
Festival is held there May 20—21. 
Then, the colorful Viking Festival 
in Frederikssund near Copenhagen 
from June 17 to July 2. The lovely 
Hans Christian Andersen Festival 
in Odense from July 9 to August 
8. In September from 3—11 the tas- 
cinating Old Town Open-air Mu¬ 
seum in Aarhus will be brought to 
life. 

Prior to these events, however, 
there is the D-Day of the Jubilee 
Celebrations on June 15 with danc¬ 
ing in the streets, music and sing¬ 
ing in Town Hall Square and giant 
fireworks both in Tivoli and from 
the rooftops of nearby tall build¬ 
ings. On June 16 “'The largest table 
in the World” will be laid in the 
mile-long street of Stroeget, open 
only to pedestrian traffic. Beer, 
coffee, milkshakes and Town Hall 
pancakes will be served. American 
Independence Day is traditionally 
held on July 4 in Rebild National 
Park near the city of Aalborg. Bet¬ 
ween August 15—31 the world fa¬ 
mous Royal Danish Ballet puts on 
its own festival combined with a 
comprehensive philharmonic prog¬ 
ram. 

In Finland, this summer, a tour¬ 
ist also has a wide choice of fes¬ 


tive entertainment, beginning on 
Walpurgis Night, April 30, when 
the academic students hail the ar¬ 
rival of spring throughout the 
country. Between May 15—28 there 
are festival performances by the 
National Opera and Ballet in Hel¬ 
sinki, and on June 4, Flag Day 
of the Finnish Armed Forces will 
be marked by parades which also 
emphasize the fact that 1967 is the 
50th Anniversary of Finnish Inde¬ 
pendence. Midsummer Eve and 
Midsummer Day, June 23—24, are 
enhanced by bonfires; music and 
dancing throughout the country. 
The Opera Festival opens at the 
medieval Olavinlinna Castle in the 
city of Savonlinna, 210 miles north¬ 
east of Helsinki. On the program 
are Handel’s “Water Music”, pro¬ 
duced outdoors on the sound in 
front of the castle, built in 1475. 
Beethoven’s opera, “Fidelio”, is 
another attraction. Festival time is 
between July 15 through the 18th. 
The Second International Jazz Fes¬ 
tival will be held in Pori from July 
14—16. Pori is situated 150 miles] 
northwest of Helsinki. The 40-man 
3rd U.S. Air Force Band is one of 
the many foreign participants. 

The year ends in Finland with 
the glory of Independence Day Fes¬ 
tival on December 6. While the 
main festivities will take place in 
Helsinki, there will be parades in 
various other cities as well. 

Between May 25 and June 11, 
Norway will again entertain thou¬ 
sands of visitors with its traditional 
International Festival in the color¬ 
ful, Hanseatic city of Bergen. The 
Bergen Symphony Orchestra, the 
Gewandhaus Orchestra from Leip¬ 
zig, the Deutsche Oper Am Rhein 
from Duesseldorf are on the prog¬ 
ram while Igor Oistrak and Vla¬ 
dimir Ashkenazy give recitals on 
May 30 and June 8, respectively. 
On June 2, a company from the 
Royal Danish Ballet opens a three 
day session, followed as of June 
i through June 7 by the Norwegian 


Opera Ballet’s performances of 
“Swan Lake”, and productions by- 
George Balanchine and August 
Bournonville. The National Scene 
will produce “The Wild Duck” by 
Henrik Ibsen, open its stage to The 
Black Theatre of Prague and the 
Malmo (Sweden) City Theatre as 
well as to the Chechoslovak Mario¬ 
nette Theatre. These events will fill 
most of the months of May and 
June. 

In addition there are a variety of 
permanent or temporary art ex¬ 
hibitions, solo recitals, poetry read¬ 
ings and choral concerts. Several 
Scandinavian jazz groups will add 
to the festival spirit of Midnight 
Sun Norway, where ballads sung 
by visiting Swedish troubadours 
will be heard in the hallowed halls 
of Troldhaugen. This beautiful 
mansion is the home of the late 
Edvard Grieg and is easily reach¬ 
ed from Bergen after a short trip. 
Another center for the festival 
programs in Bergen is Hakonshal- 
len, 700-years-old historic structure, 
steeped in memories of the na¬ 
tion’s colorful past. 

Sweden, too, arranges festivals 
in many cities throughout the 
country but the main event is still 
the Stockholm Festival, the 15th in 
order. It will be held between Sep¬ 
tember 5—25 this year and will 
be opened by the Royal Swedish 
Opera with a guest appearance of 
Brigit Nilsson as “Tosca”. The 
Stockholm Opera also presents the 
new British opera “The Mines of 
Sulphur” by Richard Rodney Ben¬ 
nett. Elisabeth Soderstrom, sop¬ 
rano, will sing the leading part. 
The Glyndeboume Festival Opera 
will give four performances at the 
Drottningholm Court Theatre. 
There will also be six concerts by 
the. Stockholm Philharmonics and 
the Swedish Radio Symphony Or¬ 
chestra conducted by Sergiu Celi¬ 
bidache, Antal Dorati, Dean Dixon 
and Herbert Blomstedt. Chamber 
music and choir concerts are other 
points on the rich program. One 
of the major events during the 
Festival is “Theatre 67”, arranged 
in co-operation by Swedish and 
German stages. Thus, September 
10—15, leading German dramatic 
theatres will perform at the Stock¬ 
holm City Theatre and the Royal 


Dramatic, which also will contri¬ 
bute their own productions. More¬ 
over, guest appearances from Ger¬ 
many and Bucarest will take place 
on the Stockholm Puppet Theatre. 
There will also be a special film 
festival arranged by two of Swed¬ 
en’s major producers. 

During the light and lovely sum¬ 
mer all four Scandinavian count¬ 
ries will arrange international re¬ 
gattas, numerous sports events. 
Flag Day celebrations, special 
days to mark their close relations 
with America, etc.

NEW safety device 

A Calgary man, G. R. Kendall, 
has designed and developed a sim¬ 
ple yet effective safety device, the 
use of which could help materially 
reduce the number of accidents in¬ 
volving bicycles, motorcycles, 
scooters, trailers, farm machinery 
and other vehicles which are oper¬ 
ated at a comparatively low speed. 

Introduced to the trade under the 
name of Tiger Lite, the unit con¬ 
sists of two three-inch reflectors 
mounted on spring steel. When at¬ 
tached to the vehicle, it vibbrates 
with the motion of the vehicle the 
instant it gets underway. The vib¬ 
rating movement is such that it 
automatically increases the size 
and range of the reflectors, and 
the bobbing, weaving light attracts 
immediate attention. 

The new product is being manu¬ 
factured by Advance Industries, 
the workshop of the Calgary As¬ 
sociation for Retorded Children, 
and production has reached the 
stage where Tiger Lite now is 
available for marketing on an ex¬ 
tensive basis.

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COPENHAGEN 

A WORLD CITY. 800 YEARS OLD 
THIS YEAR 

When Bishop Absolon founded the 
castle of Havn on the Sound in 
1167 he was moved, primarily no 
doubt, by considerations of the 
site’s immediate strategic impor¬ 
tance, but the eight centuries of 
subsequent development show that 
he must also have thought of the 
future when choosing the site. To¬ 
days Copenhagen has in many res¬ 
pects an international reputation, 
but it did not get it without effort. 
By international tourist standards, 
there are many cities that are 
richer in beauty and natural set¬ 
tings than Copenhagen; neverthe¬ 
less Copenhagen ranks high among 
tourist centres, and its citizens 
have, over the centuries, turned 
Absalon’s brilliant choice to good 
account by creating a city where 
old and new harmonize. 

Danny Kaye, with his song 
“Wonderful Copenhagen”, did 
much to establish the city’s name 
with tourists, but the flattering ad¬ 
jective would have meant little 
without some solid basis in fact. 
However that may be, Copenhagen 
has an ever-growing number Of 
tourists, in astonishingly many 
cases paying return visits. 

Municipally, the steadily rising 
stream gives rise to some prob¬ 
lems, among them that of hotel 
accommodation. A special effort is 
being made to tackle this problem 
with a view to the 800th anniver¬ 
sary year, when a record number 
of tourists is expected. But it is 
not only in regard to tourism that 
Copenhagen is a world city. 

It is known also as a commercial 
and industrial city, and as an in¬ 
ternational traffic centre. Tourism 
has something to do with the lat¬ 
ter, of course, but that alone does 
not make Copenhagen Airport at 
Kastrup the fith-largest in Europe. 
Copenhagen’s good, central situa¬ 
tion has caused our airport to be¬ 
come a much-used gateway for 
traffic to and from northern Eu¬ 
rope, and there seems to be routed 
through Copenhagen. In addition 
there is the still fast-growing air 
freight, which has a great future 
before it. 

Thank to its situation — thanks, 
that is, to Bishop Absalon — Co¬ 
penhagen is still capable of further 
development, however, is the es¬ 
tablishment of a permanent link 
across the Sound btween Copen¬ 
hagen and Malmo via the island 
os Saltholm. This connection will 
provide the basis for a great in¬ 
land port on both shores of the 
Sound. Through cooperation bet¬ 
ween the individual ports within 
the area, it will be possible to of¬ 
fer better facilities and so further 
develop the excellent position al¬ 
ready enjoyed by ports on the 
Sound. 

The connection between Den¬ 
mark and Sweden will, as stated, 
cross the island of Saltholm, which 
lies east of the present airport at 
Kastrup. In a foreseeable future, 
this will be too small for the ra¬ 
pidly growing traffic.

HISTORY TO BE WRITTEN 

The Reverend Dr. Sverre Nor- 
borg of Chicago, nationally known 
Norwegian - American author, 
clergyman, and historian has been 
commissioned by Sons of Norway 
to write the Society’s history in 
preparation of the fraternal order’s 
Diamond Jubilee in January, 1970. 
Founded in Minneapolis, Minnesota 
in 1895, Sons of Norway is the 
largest fraternal organization of 

Americans and Canadians of Nor¬ 
wegian birth, extraction or affilia¬ 
tion. Since its inception. Sons of 
Norway has served a total mem¬ 
bership of close to a quarter of a 
million men and women. 

Over the last forty years. Dr. 
Norborg has been a leader in Ame¬ 
rican organizations among the Nor¬ 
wegian-born citizens of this count¬ 
ry. He is an alumnus of Oslo Uni¬ 
versity where he received his Doc¬ 
tor’s degree in philosophy after 
graduate studies in Germany and 
Great Britain. His teaching years 
were spent on the' faculties of Uni¬ 
versity of Minnesota, Augsburg and 
Macalester Colleges, respectively 
in Minneapolis and St. Paul, Min¬ 
nesota. His ministry has comprised 
pastorates at The Cathedral of Ber¬ 
gen, Norway; The Norwegian Sea¬ 
men’s Church, Brooklyn, N.Y. and 
The Norwegian Memorial Church, 
Chicago, Illinois. 

During the Second World War, 
he headed the Office of Special 
Studies in 'The Office of Strategic 
Services, Washington, D.C.; fol¬ 
lowed by service as Regional Head 
of United Nations’ Relief and Re¬ 
habilitation Administration with of¬ 
fices in Copenhagen, Denmark. He 
is the recipient of H. M. King 
Haakon’s Liberty Cross, the 
Knight’s Cross, First Class of the 
Royal Norwegian St. Olav Order, 
The Danish Red Cross War Medal 
and The Immigrant League of Chi¬ 
cago Award. A prolific writer. Dr. 
Norborg is the author of some 
twenty books on philosophy, poli¬ 
tical science, theology and history, 
printed in six languages.

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LAND UNDER THE POLE STAR 

A Voyage to the Norse Settlements of Greenland and the Saga of the People that Vanished. 

By Helge Ingstad. Translated from the Norwegian by Naomi Walford. St. Martin’s Press, New 
York; Macmillan of Canada, Toronto, 1966, 381 pa gas. Ulus. $10.95.

The present work deals with the 
settlement in Greenland, founded 
by Eirikr the Red about A.D. 985. 
This subject has given rise to 
scholarly debate which has center¬ 
ed mainly upon the unknown fate 
of the Greenland settlers. For cen¬ 
turies they were in sporadic com¬ 
munication with other parts of the 
world, but about 1500 the last 
echoes from this remote outpost 
seem to have died out. Did these 
people finally succumb to bitter 
living conditions and pestilence? or 
were they slain or absorbed by 
their neighbours, the Eskimos? Mr. 
Ingstad believes that some of the 
last Greenlanders emigrated to 
Norway in the 15th century and 
that a few of them went to Eng¬ 
land a little later. 

On the whole, Mr. Ingstad’s pre¬ 
sentation is filled with arctic vig¬ 
our, and his book can certainly be 
counted among the most fascinat¬ 
ing accounts published about 
Greenland. The author has the 
ability to place himself in the po¬ 
sition of the people he is writing 
about, and in doing so he has con¬ 
siderably shortened the distance 
between the readers and the little- 
known, but nevertheless interesting 
subject. Many illustrations of high 
quality enhance the appearance of 
this attractive volume. 

A few criticism are in order: 
The author appears to have over¬ 
looked the fact that two ancient 
sources (The Book of the Icelandic 
Settlements and The Book of the 
Icelanders) suggest that Eirikr the 
Red was born in Iceland about 
A.D. 930. One of these works con¬ 
tains two different accounts of 
Eirikr’s father and his arrival in 
Iceland. A discussion or compari¬ 
son of these two accounts and an 
attempt to evaluate their relative 
historical trustworthiness is highly 
relevant to this problem. Even 
though this question cannot be set¬ 
tled here, it is evident that Mr. 
Ingstad’s chronology of 10th cen¬ 
tury events, with Eirikr the Red’s 
date of birth fixed at about 950 
in Norway, must be rejected, if for 
no other reason than the birth of 
Leifr Eiriksson himself (Leif the 
Lucky) could then have fallen on 
a later date than his explorations 
into the Western Hemisphere. 

Mr. Ingstad deserves special re¬ 
cognition for emphasizing the fact¬ 
ual element in Graenlendingasaga 
(The Saga of the Greenlanders). 
According to this source Bjarni 
Herjolfsson became the first man 
to discover the Western Hemi¬ 
sphere. 

That discovery again lead to the 
subsequent explorations of Leifr 
Eiriksson from Greenland to this 
continent. The acceptance of this 
source makes it necessary to re¬ 
ject or at least modify parts of the 
accounts of the other major source 
on Greenland and Vinland, viz. 
Eiriks Saga rauda (The Saga of 
Eirikr the Red). This has not been 


carried out in the work under re¬ 
view. 

The author could have been more 
specific in his account by using 
the words “Icelander” and “Green¬ 
lander” in Ueu of the vague 
“Norseman”. Iceland became a re¬ 
public more than half a century 
before people from there founded 
the Greenland settlement. When 
leaving Iceland, these people were 
“Icelanders”. However, they be¬ 
came “Greenlanders” (not to be 
confused with the “Skraelings” — 
the indigenous people) after they 
had settled in Greenland. This is 
borne out by a reliable account 
from about 1122 (Ari the Learned’s 
Book of the Icelanders). From that 
time comes also the account mainr 
taining that the Greenlanders had 
met Skraelings in Vinland. Mr. 
Ingstad has therefore gone too far 
in the preface to his book (c. IX) 
in his claim to the authorship of 
the theories that “the Norsemen 
discovered the New World” (he 
uses the expression “my theories” 
etc.). If the term “Norsemen” 
comprises both “Icelanders” and 
“Greenlander” — and this it must 
do if it is to accommodate both 
Bjarni Herjolfsson and Leifr Ei¬ 
riksson — then these theories are 
more than 840 years old; or, in 
other words there never have been 
any theories in this regard, be¬ 
cause the factual element of the 
sources in question has never 
been seriously doubted. 

Finally, there is a minor com¬ 
plaint regarding the translation of 
Mr. Ingstad’s book which readers 
with some knowledge of Scandinav¬ 
ian languages will doubtless share 
with the reviewer. This concerns 
the source material which is pre¬ 
sented here in an English trans¬ 
lation of a Norwegian translation 
from Icelandic. This is, for ins¬ 
tance, obvious in the treatment of 
names of books and people. Thus, 
there are references to Flatoyboka 
instead of the well-known Flatey- 
jarbok, and Tore instead Thorlr 
(p. 35) to mention only two exam¬ 
ples of many. The intermediary 
language tends inevitably to divert 
the readers’ attention from the 
main subject, and it also creates 
a wrong impression of the prove¬ 
nance of the sources. 

Mr. Ingstad enjoys world renown
